Why We Are Americans 


The reason this cou ntry is known as 
America is becau se Colu mbu s, credited with 
the discov ery , didn't hav e a press agent. 
History giv es a fairly accu rate accou nt of 
. the ev ents of October 12, 149 2, when Rod­ 
rigo de Triana, a crewman on one of the 
three v essels, first sighted the shores of the 
island of San Salv ador. 
The Qu een of Spain had promised a re­ 
ward to the first man to sight land, and Tri­ 
ana was giv en a silk dou blet and a pu rse of 
gold, a su m amou nting to S69.50 in present 
cu rrency . 
Colu mbu s retu rned home, told his story , 
and was qu ite a local hero. Bu t he did not 
giv e a name to the new cou ntry . Later an 
Italian historian called it the New World. 
Still later Americu s Vespu ciu s, an Italian 
adv entu rer, came ov er, and on his retu rn 
mu st hav e gone on what nowaday s wou ld 
be called a lectu re tou r. Martin Waldsee* 
mu ller, a German writer, heard his story 
and was so impressed by it that he proposed 
to name the cou ntry America. 
If Colu mbu s had had a good press agent, 
who wou ld hav e giv en his discov ery the 
proper pu blicity , this cou ntry wou ld prob­ 
ably hav e been named in his honor. Bu t 
America or Colu mbia, it is the greatest 
cou ntry on earth today , ev en if the man who 
first saw it receiv ed only $69.50.

The nex t time y ou enter the Cou rthou se 
by the west doors, ju st before y ou get to the 
arch ov er the storm enclosu re, look u pward 
toward the lev el of the Recorder’s Office 
windows on the second floor. There atop 
slender stone pillars ju st to the left and to 
the right of the big windows y ou will see the 
carv ed faces of two men. The one on the 
left sports a magnificent walru s mu stache, 
and the other the lu x u riant, fu ll-flowing 
facial foliage of a late-Nineteenth Centu iy 
elderly gentleman. 
These stone v isages are the sou rce of a 
legend in this cou nty . They are known gen­ 
erally as the faces of the “two commission­ 
ers.” That is what the legend say s they are 
and that is what most of the people who 
hav e looked u pon them in recent decades 
hav e been led to believ e. 
The fact is that they are nothing of the 
sort. They are not grav en portraits of long- 
dead cou nty officials, nor of any men who 
ev er liv ed. They are, instead, the inv entions 
of a y ou ng immigrant stone carv er — his 
idealistic conception of the ‘‘two ages” of 
tu m-of-the-centu ry Ru sh Cou nty . They rep­ 
resent, in their Victorian images, “You th” 
and “Old Age.” 
The artist who hacked and chiseled the 
stem likenesses bore the name of Bohu mir 
Kry l. At that time he was a resident of Cin­ 
cinnati, newly emigrated from Germany . 
Not many y ears later this same man became 
one of the best known mu sicians in Ameri­ 
ca as the leader of a famou s concert band 
rated by most critics as second only to the 
great organization headed by the immortal 
John Phillip Sou sa. 
The tru e story of the “two faces” was u n­ 
cov ered recently by Simeon Stewart of An­ 
derson, who formerly liv ed in Ru shv ille. He 
fou nd the accou nt while going throu gh 
some of the papers of his deceased father, 
Alonzo L. Stewart. The elder Stewart was a 
prominent engineer in Ru shv ille and serv ed 
as su perintendent of constru ction when the 
Cou rthou se was bu ilt. We are going to bring 
this accou nt to y ou tomorrow in Mr. Stew- 
art’s own words, and we believ e y ou will 
find it qu ite interesting. So come back to­ 
morrow.

The Logan Act was named after Dr. George 
Logan, bu t he was not a member of Congress. 
Here is the story : 
In 17 98, when John Adams was President, we 
came perilou sly close to war with France. Rela­ 
tions were broken off. George Washington, then 
7 6 y ears old, was y anked ou t of retirement to 
command the Army . 
Adams sent three men to France to smooth 
things ov er. They failed. Adams’ party , the Fed­ 
eralists, whooped it u p for war. Vice-President 
Thomas Jefferson’s party , the Repu blicans (not 
the present Repu blican Party ) was friendlier to 
France, and opposed war. Feelings were terribly 
bitter. 
In the midst of all this, a wealthy , benev olent, 
well-meaning Qu aker from Philadelphia. Dr. 
George Logan, decided to try for peace. He went 
to Paris at his own ex pense. The French hailed i 
him as a dov e of peace. He came happily back 
to the U. S. in Nov ember, 17 98, bearing v erbal as­ 
su rance that France wou ld negotiate. 
The Federalists were fu riou s. They were con­ 
v inced that Logan had been sent to France by 
the Repu blicans. Secretary of State Timothy 
Pickering rebu ffed Logan. General Washington 
was cu rt to him. 
Pickering was so angry that he indu ced Con­ 
gress to pass the Logan Act.

Belgrade (/P)—'The clattering, 
chatting 
market 
place 
which 
serves Yugoslavia wTith every­ 
thing from peaches to posies a l­ 
most shut up shop. 
A 
dozen 
American 
student 
tourists trooped down to the 
open air market not far from the 
Danube River to see for them ­ 
selves how the peasants, prices 
and products fare under Marshal 
T itos government. 
It was a little like a sideshow 
in a circus, and it was difficult 
to determine who was attracting 
whom—students, peasants-m er- 
I chants or customers. 
The cut 
rate on cucumbers for a time al- 
most went unnoticed. 
"My gosh,” said one of the 
girls, "haven’t they seen Ameri­ 
cans before?” Of course, they 
had. In the days of UNRRA aid, 
for example. But visits by Ameri­ 
can tourists have been mostly a 
rarity since then. It was only a 
few months ago tha t changed 
policy within the state depart­ 
ment scrubbed out from United 
States passports the stern prohi- ; 
bition: 
“Not 
valid 
in 
Yugo­ 
slavia.” 


This group came here in an 
“European Work Study Sem inar” 
sponsored by the YMCA and the 
YWCA — four men and eight 
women, most of them about the 
age of 20. 
They footed part of the bill 
themselves—up to $5 a day. The 
rest of the check was picked up 
by 
the Yugoslav government. 


Prices being what they are, the 
students got a better-than-even 
break. 
From 
the 
marketplace, 
the 
student group walked to church 
—a solemn and impressive cere­ 
mony of the old Serbian Ortho­ 
dox religion. And then a 35 mile 
trip to one of the collective 
farms. 
There, too, their arrival pro­ 
duced a parade — led by the 
president of the collective and 
collecting peasants on the way 
as they looked over the live­ 
stock, the grain fields — and 
listened to a 
lecture on 
the 
merits of collective farming. 
The lecture itself was inter­ 
esting. With shining new Ameri­ 
can pens in sort of a classroom 
atmosphere, the students took 
notes with as much vigor as they 
took pictures in^the marketplace. 
The lecture glossed over some of 
the 
collective’s 
shortcomings, 
emphasized its better-life for the 
peasants.
